Obstinate Insurance Company. 

The case of Theresa Morlock against the 
Western New York Life Insurance Company 
is progressing in Judge Thayer’s court. The 
plaintiff claims that on May 2, 1875, at 
Batavia, New York, Vincent Morlock, her 
husband, insured his life in the defendant 
company for #800, paying a premium therefor 
at the rate of fifty cents per week; that her 
husband died April 19, 1878, and that the 
company has failed and refused to pay the in- 
surance. The company’s ground of refusal 
was, first, that the identity of deceased was 
not established, and afterwards that he com- 
mitted suicide by drowning himself in the 
Mississippi River. The testimony of William 
C. Caerus, taken at Harrisonville, III., states 
that about May 1, 1878, he was present at an 
inquest over the body of a floater, whose name 
he afterwards understood to be Morlock. The 
body had on no coat, but a pair of pants, two 
shirts, socks and shoes. Saw the body buried 
and disinterred. Other depositions wert 
read establishing the identity. The deceased 
was a laborer and is supposed to have fallen 
off of a wharfboat on the ievee.

And, if so, 
What was its bistory, and to what uses was it 
applied? In English history we tind that the 
Ilouse of Commons has power alone to origi- 
nate money bills. Of what value that let 
me illustrate by reading from De Lolme on 
the Constitution of England, oneof the most 
brilliant French commentators on that instru— 
ment— 

The right to grant subsidies to the crown, 
possessed by the people of England, is the 
safeguard of all their other liberties, religious 
and civil. It is a regular means, conferred on 
them by the constitution, of influencing the 
motion of the executive, and it forms the tie 
by which the latter is bound to them. 

It thus appears that the power of the 
House of Commonsto originate money bills 
was under the English constitution a regular 
method of influencing the motion ofthe execu- 
tive power. Do vou suppose our fathers in- 
corporated a corresponding provision into our 
Constitution without understanding the uses 
to which it had been applied? Its purpose in 
English history was to influence the motion of 
executive power, and it had been used on 
many a memorable occasion in behalf of the 
civil and religious liberties of the English peo- 
ple.

liberty in English history, never in all the vie- 
tories which have made that little stormy 
island the center of civilization of the world, 
never in ali the struggles forthe rights of man.

The other items in the 
last statement are not available. The money 
deporited in the Mastin bank is money depos- 
ited by the Treasurer to his own credit, anda 
pcrtion of it deposited when the bank was said 
to be in failing circumstances.

This amount of $545,255 05, in my opinion, 
will not be available during the next twelve 
months, and probably not then.

Curious Contest Over a Will. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SHELBYVILLE, Mo., April 21.—Fer the past 
week a very interesting trial has been pro- 
gressing in this, Shelby county, before Judge 
Reed, involving the validity of what is claimed 
to be the last will of General J. H. Benjamin, 
late of Shelbina, former member of Congress, 
and brother of the Confederate Secretary of 
the Treasury. The ease has excited consider- 
able interest from the peculiar circumstances 
in connection with it. After the war Benja- 
min went to Washington, D, C., and engaged 
in the banking business from 1874 to 1878, 
and accumulated a fortune estimated at 
about 55,000, 000. In the document 
claimed to be his will he devises to his wife 
less than one-half of his estate in Missouri, 
and gives nearly all of his banking interest in 
Washington to one Mrs. G. H. Allen, claim- 
ing her to be his udopted daughter, he having 
no children. His brothers and sisters contest 
this devise on the ground that it was procured 
by improper influences of Mrs. Allen at Wash- 
ington, where Benjamin died. Mrs. Benja- 
min lived at Shetbing, and Mr. Benjamin at 
Washington. A number of highly affectionate 
letters from the deceased to his adopted 
daughter were read. The contestants 
of the will claim that Mrs. Allen was not an 
adopted daughter, and some highly sensa- 
tional developments are being brought out.

The Swindle Effected by Salted“ Gold 
Mines. 


From the Chicago Times.] 

Boston, April 21.—Not since Philip Ar- 
nold put in execution the skillfully devised 
plot to extract bundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars from the public on the strength of the 
alleged discovery of diamond fields in Arizo- 
na, and took in a number of New York and 
San Francisco parties, has such aswindle been 
unearthed as one which is the talk of the city 
to-day. In this case itis Brazilian gold mines. 
The victims are shrewd Boston capitalists, and 
the amount lost is $00,000, It appears 
that some years ago a gentleman who had been 
residing in Brazil returned to this country 
and favored a chosen few with a prospectus of 
a gold-mining project which was not extrava- 
gant in its promises, but apparently based on 
facts which appeared reasonable. It was not 
claimed that new gold regions had been dis- 
covered, but that old mines known to have 
viven a large yield in years gone by could not 
only be worked with profit by improved pro- 
CESSES, but that the territory in 
the immediate vicinity Was capa- 
ble of a rich yield. This property wis 
not owned exclusively by the arent 
who came to this city, but by Brazilian par- 
ties. Four vears ago Prof. Mills, a chemist 
and metallurgist of high repute and an asso- 
ciate of the late Prof. Agassiz, was employed 
asa mining engineer by Dom Pedro for the 
Brazilian Government. While exploring and 
surveying the interior of the Empire, in the 
province of Minasgeraes, the Professor was 
wonderstruck and deligmed by the frequent 
discovery of gold found in old mounds of great 
extent in area, and which had been formerly 
worked forthe precious metal. IIis supno- 
sition was that the primitive methods applied 
only revealed a small portiou of what might 
be obtained by modern appliances. On his 
return to this country, his wonderful infor- 
mation Was imparted to some capitalists, of 
whem Mr. Gordon McKay, of sewing machine 
notoriety, was the ruling spirit. A stock com- 
pany Was formed, and it is said the capital in- 
vested was $400,000, of which Mchav owned 
more than one-half, and the balance was held 
in New Bedford and New Vork. Prof. 
Mills was again sent tothe new El Dorado, to 
make assurance doubly sure and to bond the 
land and secure proper title deeds. The Pro- 
fessor went to work with a corps of assistants, 
and it is supposed that among them were cer- 
tain shrewd speculators, native to the coun- 
try. Be that as it may, the Professor's suc- 
cess was more than satisfactory. & thorough 
survey was made of the huge mounds of deb- 
ris; lines and cross-lines were duly made, and 
at their respective intersections ex- 
cavations were made, and gold 
was in nearly every instance 
found. The land was bonded, and the title 
deeds passed into the hands of the Amerie in 
company. The next move was the importa- 
tion of the most approved hydraulic machin- 
ery With which to thoroughly wash and scour 
every particle of the debris. Orders for the 
machmiery were given and fiiled at enormous 
expense, and the same shipped to Brazil. 
Whether the machinery was the cause of dis- 
covering that «a gigantic swindle’ had 
been perpetrated, whether the fraud 
was discovered before the beginning of 
operating, is not known; but there was a sud- 
den collapse, and as sudden an effort to keep 
the matter quiet. McKay has twoor three 
warm friends in Lawrence, who were conver- 
sant with his plans, among whom wasone of 
the mosteminent engineers, and who was im- 
portuned to conduct the mining engineering 
of the new company. At the urgent request 
of his family and friends he finally consented
